Afghans Us* Cobblestones, While Tur¬ 
comans Likft Sand. 

The bread of the Afghan caravan 
was cooked by heating small round, 
cobblestones in the Are and then pok¬ 
ing them ont and wrapping-dough an 
Inch thick about them.
